First Call Information: 

On Tuesday, June 26, 2018, at 1007 hours, Detective N. Paxton of the Alameda County Sheriffs Office- 
Eden Township Substation reported the death of Jesus Dametrius Dickey. Detective Paxton said Dickey 
was an inmate at the Alameda County Santa Rita Jail. Dickey was last seen alive earlier, June 26, 2018, 
around 0400 hours, during breakfast by other inmates. There were no reported altercations or incidents 
involving Dickey. Detective Paxton said none of the inmates recalled seeing Dickey returning to his cell. 
At 0805 hours, the cells of Housing Unit 8, Pod F, were opened for pod time and several inmates saw 
Dickey face down on the floor of his cell (Cell 16). The inmates called for the deputies and alerted them 
about Dickey being unresponsive. Deputies call for emergency medical services. Paramedics Plus 
responded to the jail, performed cardiopulmonary resuscitation and pronounced Dickey dead at 0858 
hours. Detective Paxton said Dickey had a hematoma on the left side of his forehead that was bleeding. 
Detective Paxton was uncertain of how the injury occurred and said Dickey was the only occupant of the 
cell. Detective Paxton said there were no signs of foul play. 

Medical Summary: 

Based on the medical records recovered from Santa Rita Jail, Dickey had history of and 

There were no other known medical issues. (dlw29) 

Description of the Death/ Injury Scene: 

Dickey died at Santa Rita Jail in housing unit 8, pod F, cell 16. The cell was messy and had clothes, 
papers and garbage on the floor. (dlw29) 

Body Identification: 

Dickey was identified by deputies on duty at Santa Rita Jail. He had been fingerprinted and positively 
identified when he was brought to the jail on April 23, 2018. I (Wilson) printed Dickey’s California 
identification card photo and compared it to his face, confirming his identification. (dlw29) 

On June 28, 2018,1 (Gogna) received a letter from the Alameda County Central Identification Bureau 
(CIB) confirming that the fingerprints taken from the decedent was associated with Person File Number: 
with the name Jesus Dickey. (AG#1303) 

Next of Kin Investigation: 

In Dickey’s property was a letter from someone claiming to be his brother, The return address on

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On Wednesday, June 27, 2018, at 0924 hours. Deputy Lorenzana and I (Wilson) went to the 
address and I asked if he knew Dickey or^^^J said he was their 

grandfather and Dickey and were brothers. I informed of Dickey’s death and the 

circumstances. confirmed Dickey had said Dickey was never 

married, he had no children and his parents were both deceased.^J^^Jwas Dickey’s next of kin. 

said was at work and he would inform of Dickey’s death when got 

home. I gave^^^J my business card and invited him to contact the Coroner’s Bureau should he have 
additional questions. (dlw29) 

Other Agency Reports: 

The Alameda County Sheriffs Office - Eden Township Substation has generated case #18-011115 for 
their investigation into Dickey’s death. (dlw29) 

Property and Evidence: 

I (Wilson) completed receipt #39366 for Dickey and the property collected from Santa Rita Jail. (dlw29) 

There was a white paper cup with two pink pills and two pink capsules found in Dickey’s right sock. 
(dlw29) 

On July 11, 2018, Sheriffs Technician K. Realph released evidence collected by Sheriffs Technician B. 
Martinez to Sheriffs Technician Cox. (dlw29) 

Coroners Fees: 

The Coroners fee totaled $400 dollars and included the $333 dollar removal and the $67 dollar body 
preparation. (dlw29) 

On July 19, 2018, Dickey was removed from the Coroner’s Bureau by Best Cremation. The Coroner’s 
fee was not paid. (dlw29) 

Investigative Details: 

On Tuesday, June 26, 2018, at 1115 hours, Deputy S. Sobrero and I (Wilson) arrived at Santa Rita Jail 
and met Lieutenant J. McComas. We were directed to housing unit 8 where we met other deputies 
including Detective Paxton. I saw Dickey on the second floor tier in front of cell 16 which was adjacent 
to the top of the staircase to the upper tier. Dickey was face up on the floor with his head toward the 
stairs. He had blood on his face and on his head. He also had a little bit of foam in his mouth. Dickey’s 
arms and hands were at his sides. There were no signs of trauma or defensive wounds to his hands or 
arms. His shirt had been cut off and the right leg of his pants was cut open up to the knee. There were 
obvious signs of medical therapy attached to Dickey’s body. Deputy Sobrero took multiple scene 
photographs of Dickey’s body, the pod area and Dickey’s cell. Deputy Sobrero and I made the removal 
and moved Dickey to the Coroner’s van. Before leaving the jail, I collected property, the movement 
record and medical records for Dickey from Lieutenant McComas. Deputy Sobrero and I returned to the 
Coroner’s office and processed Dickey into the morgue. Deputy Sobrero took intake photographs of 
Dickey and I placed him into refrigeration. (dlw29) 

On Wednesday, June 27, 2018,1 (Wilson) reviewed Dickey’s movement history record from Santa Rita 
Jail, which indicated the following: 
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He was a solo occupant of the cell the entire time and, other than the initial 
switch of pods from pod E to pod F, he had no other issues. (dlw29) 


On June 27,2018, Chief Pathologist, Doctor M. Ferenc did a full autopsy on Dickey and deferred the 
cause of death, pending toxicology results. (dlw29) 


On September 7, 2018, Doctor Ferenc determined Dickey’s death to be complications of hyponatremia 
due to probable psychogenic polydipsia associated with schizophrenia. No drugs or alcohol were 
detected in Dickeys femoral blood toxicology. (dlw29) 


On July 16, 2018,1 (Wilson) spoke to^^| and he said he and^^^| were still planning on making 
disposition arrangements for Dickey. I explained the Coroner’s fee was accruing daily and he said they 
will get started immediately and call me back later today. (dlw29) 


Findings: 

On Monday, October 8, 2018,1 (Wilson) reviewed Dickey’s case in order to determine the manner of 
death. Dickey was found unresponsive in his cell. He had no injuries and had no known complaints prior 
to his death. Given the cause of death determined by Doctor Ferenc, it is likely V 



have determined Dickey’s death to be an accident. (dlw29)
